Volleyball  Outlook  & Coaches 


The  Eagle  women's  volleyball  team  will 
have  a new  look  for  2004.  Fredrick 
Wagner  will  take  over  the  program  replacing 
Brett  Talcott.  The  Eagles  improved  their 
record  to  9-21  last  season  and  look  to  an 
intriguing  combination  of  returnees  and  new- 
comers as  the  season  gets  underway. 

Seniors  Casey  Carson  (Houston,  MO)  and 
Janelle  Schuler  (Meriden,  KS)  both  played  key 
roles  last  year  and  are  expected  to  provide 
leadership  and  stability  in  2004.  Carson  will 
man  one  of  the  outside  hitter  positions  and  is 
expected  to  be  one  of  the  top  offensive  threats 
in  the  Heart  of  America  Conference.  Schuler 
returns  in  the  backcourt  to  stabilize  the  Eagle 
defense  and  provide  some  solid  leadership 
abilities  from  the  libero  position.  Freshman 
Becky  McCormick  (Maryland  Heights,  MO) 
provides  depth  in  the  backcourt. 

Juniors  Jessica  Fiebrich  (New  Braunfels, 
TX)  and  Jamie  Richardson  (Overland  Park, 
KS)  both  missed  last  season  but  are  expected 
to  contribute  at  the  outside  hitter  position  as 
well.  Fiebrich  was  one  of  the  top  Eagle 
recruits  in  2003  before  being  sidelined  with  an 
injury.  Richardson  was  a Heart  of  America 
All-Conference  selection  in  2002.  Sophomore 


Megan  Carnes  (Kansas  City,  MO)  has 
shown  some  positive  development 
over  the  off  season  and  will  join 
freshmen  Stevie  Jo  Boggs  (Olathe, 

KS)  in  providing  depth  at  the  outside 
hitter  position.  Freshmen  Lauren 
Miller  (Nixa,  MO)  is  an  athletic,  ver- 
satile player  who  jumps  well  and 
could  also  see  time  at  a hitting  posi- 
tion. 

Coach  Wagner  has  a variety  of 
options  at  the  middle  blocker  position. 

Jessica  Peters,  returnees  Courtney 
Schenewerk  (Soph.,  California,  MO), 

Sarah  Clark  (Sr.,  Kansas  City,  MO) 
and  Sarah  Davis  (Jr.,  Sedalia,  MO), 
and  6’ 2 freshman  Brittany  Lofgreen  (Lincoln, 
NE)  are  all  in  the  mix  at  this  important  posi- 
tion. Sophomore  Jessica  Horine  (Rogersville, 
MO)  and  Davis  will  add  size  and  stability  to 
the  right  side  position. 

Sophomore  Katy  Mulligan  (Olathe,  KS) 
returns  at  setter  and  provides  a solid  presence 
on  the  floor  after  seeing  extensive  action  last 
year.  Fellow  sophomore  Ashley  Hydom 
(Gladstone,  MO)  has  showed  some  early 
promise  at  that  position  as  well.

Women’s  Soccer  Outlook  & Coaches 


The  Avila  women’s  soccer  team  looks  to 
take  yet  another  step  in  the  growth  of  the 
program  this  season.  Last  season,  the  Eagles 
finished  6-11,  but  head  coach  Paul  McNally 
saw  many  positives  as  the  young  Eagle  team 
improved  throughout  the  season.  Now  in  his 
third  season,  McNally  has  the  luxury  of  2 full 
recruiting  classes  under  his  belt  and  looks  for 
big  things  from  the  women  this  season. 

A very  strong  group  of  returnees  will  key 
the  Lady  Eagles  as  15  individuals  who  saw 
action  in  2003  will  take  the  field  for  the 
Eagles  in  2004.  They  will  be  joined  by  a 
very  impressive  group  of  1 1 newcomers  to 
form  what  ranks  on  paper  as  one  of  the  most 
talented  groups  in  the  history  of  Avila 
women’s  soccer.  According  to  McNally,  “The 
newcomers  should  bring  a higher  level  of 
competitiveness  and  credibility  to  the  pro- 
gram." 

As  always,  defense  will  be  the  emphasis 
as  McNally  will  once  again  employ  a “flat- 
back  4”  style  of  play.  Sophomore  Amy 
Fuqua  (Springfield,  MO)  returns  for  her  sec- 
ond season  in  goal  for  the  Eagles  after  bat- 
tling injury  much  of  her  freshmen  year. 
Returning  defenders  Amy  Granillo  (Jr  Kansas 
City,  MO),  Ashley  Schouten  (Soph., 


Washington,  MO),  and  Lindsey 
Markes  (Soph.,  Columbia,  MO)  are  all 
important  components  of  the  Eagle 
squad.  They  will  be  joined  by  junior 
Zoe  Schaffer  (Overland  Park,  KS) 
who  missed  last  season  due  to  injury. 

All  four  will  be  pushed  by  a strong 
group  of  newcomers. 

One  midfield  position  could  be 
manned  by  Megan  Easterday 
(Westwood,  KS)  who  has  markedly 
improved  now  that  she  is  completely 
recovered  from  her  knee  injury  of  two 
season  ago.  She  will  be  joined  by  juniors 
Kristen  Kelly  (Lee’s  Summit,  MO)  and 
Cassie  Tremonti  (Roeland  Park,  KS).  Both 
are  dynamic,  creative  players  who  comple- 
ment each  other  quite  well.  Another  impor- 
tant component  at  midfield  will  he  junior 
Jessica  Collins  (Overland  Park,  KS),  a power- 
fully athletic  player  that  will  be  a match-up 
problem  for  most  opponents. 

Last  season’s  leading  scorer,  Katie 
Newman  (Soph.,  Washington,  MO)  looks 
recovered  from  her  knee  injury  and  will  be 
joined  by  Betsy  Boehner  (Soph.,  Lenexa,  KS) 
and  Nicole  Sowders  (Sr.,  Albuquerque,  NM) 
at  the  forward  positions.  McNally  now  has 


the  luxury  of  moving  Sowders,  who  has  spent 
three  seasons  on  defense,  to  an  attacking 
position  and  is  excited  about  her  aggressive- 
ness. As  on  defense  and  in  the  midfield, 
these  3 will  be  challenged  by  several  fresh- 
men as  well. 

McNally  sees  William  Jewell, 
Lindenwood,  and  Graceland  University  as 
“the  class  of  the  conference"  but  feels  that  the 

41*1  spot  in  the  conference  is  up  for  grabs 
behind  them.  “We  will  challenge  people  that 
we  couldn’t  play  with  last  year.”  According 
to  McNally,  “we  look  for  a marked  improve- 
ment in  our  overall  level  of  play  and  I think 
we  have  the  potential  to  surprise  some  peo- 
ple.”

^women's  soccer  program,  Paul  McNally  will  spend  much  more  time  on  the  Avila  campus  this  season.  Following 
the  resignation  of  men’s  soccer  coach  Patrick  Phillips,  soccer  coaching  veteran  Paul  McNally  add  coaching  the  men’s 
program  to  his  duties  and  enters  the  2004  season  as  Avila  University’s  head  men’s  and  women’s  soccer  coach.  His  pri- 
mary focus  will  be  to  build  and  improve  Avila’s  men’s  and  women’s  soccer  programs  to  a highly  competitive  level  with- 
in the  Heart  of  America  Conference. 

McNally,  a native  of  Somerset,  NJ,  has  over  30  years  of  high  school  and  college  coaching  experience  including  coach- 
ing stops  at  O’Hara  High  School  (Kansas  City).  Raytown  High  School,  St  Mary  College  (Leavenworth,  KS)  and  Blue 
Springs  High  School.  He  served  as  the  men’s  and  women’s  soccer  coach  at  the  University  of  Missouri-Rolla  for  8 sea- 
sons as  well.  He  received  his  bachelor’s  degree  in  History  from  Quincy  University  and  his  master’s  degree  in  Physical 
Education  from  Central  Missouri  State  University.  Coach  McNally  is  married  to  Rita  and  has  3 children,  Michael,  Kimberly,  and  Sean.

After  a 2003  season  that  saw  the 
Eagles  suffer  a rash  of  debilitating  injuries 
and  still  finish  with  a respectable  6-1 1 
record,  the  Eagles  of  2004  will  have  a new 
look.  Avila’s  women’s  coach  Paul  McNally 
will  add  directing  the  men’s  program  to  his 
duties  following  the  resignation  of  longtime 
Eagle  coach  and  player  Patrick  Phillips. 

In  McNally’s  opinion,  the  key  to  Eagle 
success  this  season  will  hinge  on  his  player’s 
ability  to  quickly  adjust  to  a new  system  and 
different  style  of  play.  The  Eagles  will  focus 
on  a more  possession  oriented,  ball  control 
type  of  play  this  season  and  will  be  chal- 
lenged to  adapt  to  the  distinctive  personality 
and  coaching  style  that  McNally  brings  to 
the  field. 

A solid  group  of  returnees  and  several 
newcomers  will  take  the  field  for  the  Eagles 
this  season.  Senior  Andy  Phillips  (Lillian, 
AL)  provides  the  Eagles  with  a strong  pres- 
ence in  goal.  Seniors  Thomas  Gregor 
(Louisburg,  KS)  and  David  Madeo 
(Warrensburg,  MO)  will  return  to  their  roles 
once  again  in  keying  the  defense.  Nick 


Nava,  a sophomore  from  Liberty, 

MO  has  also  shown  promise  in  the 
back.  Redshirt  Nick  Kanatzer 
(Soph.,  Kansas  City,  MO)  will  have 
the  opportunity  to  contribute  at  both 
the  defensive  or  midfield  positions. 

The  Eagles  defensive  ability  will  be 
an  important  component  in  their 
success  this  season. 

In  the  midfield,  senior  Jake 
Phillips  returns  after  missing  last 
season  due  to  injury.  He’s  joined 
by  Tim  Goldstine  (JR.,  Omaha,  NE) 
who  saw  action  last  year  and  a host 
of  other  hopefuls  as  well.

(Independence,  MO)  will  challenge  Phillips 


and  McNally  also  expects  contributions  from 
talented,  powerful  freshmen  Matt  Calfes 
(Independence,  MO)  and  Tony  Milano 
(Kansas  City,  MO).  Junior  Brian  Evans 
(Winnetonka,  MO)  also  figures  into  the  mix. 

As  on  the  women’s  side,  McNally 
expects  William  Jewell,  Lindenwood,  and 
Graceland  to  be  at  the  top  of  the  Heart  of 
America  Conference  this  season.  The  rest  of 
the  conference  looks  fairly  equal  and 
dependent  upon  their  development,  the  Eagle 
men  could  be  a dark  horse  candidate  in  the 
conference  race.
